the treasury is shown by the fact that 
on Pec. J, 1899, the available cush bal- 
ance was $278,004.837.72, of which $239,- 
744,905.36 was in gold coin and bullion. 
The conditions of confidence which pro-

brought gold Into more general use, and 
customs receipts are now almost entirely 
paid in that coin. 


AS TO FINANCE. 


The strong position of the treasury 


with respect to cash on hand and tin 
favorable showing made by the reve- 
nues have made it possible for the si c- 
retary of the treasury to take action un- 
der the provisions of section 3CB4, re- 
vised statutes, relating to the blnking 
fund. 
Receipts exceeded expenditures 


for the first five months of Uic currtnl 
fiscal year by $13,413,389.91, and, as men- 
tioned above, the secretary of 
th 


treasury estimates that there will be .1 
surplus of approximately $40,000,000 a' 
the end of the year. 
Under such condi- 


tions, it was deemed advisable :mri prop- 
er to resume compliance with the pro- 
visions of the sinking fund law, which 
for eight years has not been d<ine, be- 
cause of deficiencies in the revenues). 
The treasury department, therefore, of- 
fered to purchase during November $25,- 
000,000 of the 5 percent loan of 1004, or 
the 4 percent funded loan of 1907, at the 
current market price. 
The amount of- 


fered and purchased during November 
was $18,408,600. 
The premium paid by 


the government on such purchases was 
$2,268,521, and the net saving in interest 
was about $2,885,000. 


The success of this operation was 


sufficient to induce the government to 
continue the offer to purchase bonds 
to and including Dec. 23, instant, unless 
the remainder of the $25,000,000 called 
for should be presented in the meantime 
for redemption. 


Increased activity In industry, with 


Its welcome attendant—a larger em- 
ployment for labor at higher wages- 
gives to the body of the people a larger 
power to a"bsorb the circulating medium. 
It is further true that year by year, with i 
large areas of land under cultivation, th- 
increasing volume of agricultural prod- 
ucts, cotton, corn and wheat, call for a 
larger volume of money supply. This 
la especially noticeable at the crop-har- 
vesting and crop-moving period. 


In its earlier history, the national 


banking act seemed to pro\ e a reason- 
able avenue through which needful ad- 
ditions to the circulation could from 
time to time be made. Changing condi- 
tions have apparently rendered :t now 
inoperative to that end.

THE CUXTROL OF TRUSTS. 


Coru'.J alioi.s of capital organized 


Into trusts to control the conditions of 
trade among our citizens are justly pro- 
\oKing publ.c discussion, and should 
eariy claim the attention of the congress. 
The industrial comir.iP&ion, engaged in 
extended hearings upon the subject of 
combinations in restraint of trade and 
competition, have not yet 
completed 


their investigation. The subject is one 
giving rise to many divergent \ie\\s as | 
to the extent of the injuries to the pub- 
lic which may result trom large com- 
binations concentrating more or less 
numerous enterprises and establish- 
ments. It is universally conceded that 
combinations which engross or control 
the market of any commodity necessary 
to the general community by suppress- 
ing natural and ordinary competition 
whereby prices are unduly enhanced to 
the general consumer are obnoxious not 
only to the common law, but also to the 
public welf.irc. There must be a remedy 
for tha eviis involved in such organ,za- 
tlor.s. If the present law can be ex- 
tended more certainly to control or c he fk 
these monopolies or trusts, it sliould bj 
done v.ith'jut delay. 


An act to protect trade and com- 


merce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies was passed by congress on 
the 2nd of July, 1890. The previsions of 
this statute are comprehensive and 
stringent. It declares every contract 
or combina'tion, in the form of a trust 
or otherwise, to be unlawful. It de- 
nominates a" a criminal every person 
who makca any such contract or engages 
in any such combination or conspiracy 
and provides a punishment by tine or 
imprisonment. It invests the several 
circuit courts of the United States with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain vio- 
lations of the act. The act is aimed ai 
every kind of combination In the nature 
of a trust or monopoly in restraint of 
Interstate or international commerce. 


The prosecution by the United State.- 


of offenses under the act of 1890 has He?n 
frequently r sorted to In the federal 
courts, and iOtable efforts In the re- 
straint of interstate commerce such as 
the Trans-fr ssouri Freight as?(K'lntion 
and the Jolr.. Traffic association have 
been successfully opposed and sup 
pressed.

The claim of the Austro-Hungarian

lo, 1897, in view of the verdict of ac- 
quittal rendered by 
the court befoio

tried for murder-, has Loen declined. 


It is gratifying to know that the- Bel- 


gian government has mitigated the re- 
strictions on the importation of cattle 
from the Hulled States. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The contract of the Maritime Canal 


company of Nicaragua was declared 
forfeited by tin- Nicaraguan government 
in October on the ground of non-fuliil- 
ment. The Maritime Canal company 
has lodged a protest. The Nicaraguan 
canal commission having coniplc-tr-d its 
labors, was dissolved on May 31, and on 
June 10 a now commission, the Isthmian 
canal commission, was organized. This 
commission entered promptly upon tbe 
work intrusted to It, and Is now carrying 
on examination in Nicaragua along the 
route- of the Panama canal. The work 
Will be prosecuted as 
expt'dllieiusly as 


possible. The Importance of this \\orlc 
cannot be too strongly pressed upon 
ce igress. 


CORDIALITY WITH GERMANY. 
Our relations with Germany continue 


to be must cordial. The increasing In- 
timacy has been marked by permission 
for the landing; on our shores of a cable 
from Borkum Kmden, and 
the con- 


clusion of a parcel post convention \\ Ith 
the German empire. The several gov- 
«rnmpntu of the empire seem reluctant 
to admit the natural excellence of our 
food productions. It Is to be hoped that 
in time the t\vo governments \\ill act in 
common accord to Insure the- purity and 
wholesornpness of all food products Im- 
ported by either country from the other. 
Efforts to obtain for tbe Amet lean life 
insurance companies u, full hearing ::s 
to their business operations in Prussia 
have happily succeeded. 


THE CANADIAN COMMISSION. 
In my last annual messaae I rcferred 


to the pending negotiations with Great 
Britain in respect to Canada. A joint 
high commission had been created for 
the purpose of adjusting all unsettled 
questions betv\ cen the United Plates and 
Canada, embracing 12 subjects. Apart 
from these questions the most friendly 
disposition has marked the intercourse 
of the United States with Great Britain. 


THE BOER WAR. 


This government has maintained an 


attitude of neutrality in the unfortunate 
contest between Great Britain and the 
Boer states of South Africa. The United 
States representative at Pretoria was 
early instructed to see that all neutral 
American interests be respected by the 
combatants. Upon the 
withdrawal of 


the British agent from Pretoria the 
United States consul was authorized to 
exercise the customary good offices ot* a 
neutral for the care of British interests. 
In the discharge of this function oppor- 
tunity has been afforded to show the im- 
partiality of this government toward 
both the combatants. 


THE ITALIAN LYNCHING. 


For the fourth time in the present dec- 


ade question has arisen with the gov- 
ernment of Italy in regard to the lynch- 
ing- of Italian subjects. The latest of 
these deplorable events occurred in 
Tallula, La., whereby five unfortunates 
of Italian origin were taken fiom jail 
and hanged. The authorities of the 
state and representatives of the Italian 
embassy have separately investigated 
the occurrence. A satisfactory solution 
will doubtless be reached. 


The president refers to the necessity 


of a cable to Manila, mentioned in his 
message of last February. He recom- 
mends that in case congress should not 
take measures to bring about this re- 
sult the postmaster general be author- 
ized to invite competitive bids for the 
establishment of a cable. 


OUR PLEDGE TO CUBA. 


My annual message of last year was 


necessarily devoted to the results of the 
Spanish war and the conditions it im- 
posed for the future. The 
treaty of 


peace has restored friendly relations b. - 
tween the two powers. The withdrawal 
of the authority of Spain from the island 
of Cuba was effected by the )st of Janu- 
ary, so that the full re-establishment of 
peace found the relinquished territory 
held by us in trust for the inhabitants, 
under the direction of the executive to 
build up tBat tranquil development of 
the domestic state as proclaimed in th» 
joint resolution adopted by congress, by 
which the United States disclaimed any 
disposition or- intention 
to exercirc 


sovereignty, jurisdiction or control over 
Cuba. 


By the treaty of peace the Spanish peo- 


ple of the island have until April 11,1PCO, 
to elect whether they will remain citi- 
zens of Spain or bi'comr> Htlsons of Cuba. 
By that time the result of tht> census will 
be tabulated and we shall proceed to 
prcvltle for elections which will commit 
the municipal government of tho lylaiiil 
to the officers elected by the people. In 
the meantime and f o long as \\-c c xcrcls-o 
control ovor the Island tho pro.luot^ of 
Cuba,Should have a market In the- I'rltcd 
States on as good terms as uro given to 
the West India J.slands. For the relief

THE PHILIPPINES. 


The president introduces the subject 


with a reference to the treaty of peace 
between Spam and the United Stale s 
under the provision of which the Philip- 
pine archipelago was ceded to the United 
States for $20,000,000, and says: I have 
every reason to believe, and I stifl be- 
lieve, that this transfer of sovereignty 
was in accordance with the wishes and 
aspirations of the great mass of the 
Filipino people. From the earties-t mo- 
ment no opportunity was lost of assur- 
ing the people of the islands of '-ur ar- 
dent desire for their welfare an.l of the 
intention of this government to c!o every- 
thing possible to advance their interests. 


The president quotes from various 


orders issued to those in command of 
the United States military and naval 
forces at Manila to show that it i\as the 
object of tho United States to protect 
the people and to establish a beneficent 
government, even before the treaty of 
peace was signed. After the treaty had 
been ratified, the message sajs, orders 
were sent to the commander to proclaim 
the kindly intention of the government 
and saying it- was "most important that 
there should be no conilict w ith the in- 
surgents." The president then gives an 
account of the appointment of the Philip- 
pine commission who, assisted by Ad- 
miral Dewcj and General Otis, were to 
"facilitate the most humane and effec- 
tive extension of authority throughout 
the islands," and says: But before their ' 
arrival in Manila the sinister ambition 
of a few leaders of the Filipinos had 
created a yituation full of embarrass- 
ment for us and most grievous in its con- 
sequences to themselves. The clear and 
impartial pieliminary report of^the com- 
missioners which I transmit herewith 
gives so lucid and comprehensive a his- 
tory of the present insurrectionary 
movement tli.it the story need not bo 
here repeated. It is enough to say that 
the claim ot the rebel leader that he was 
promised independence by any officer of 
the United Statt-s in return for his as- 
sistance haa no foundation in fact and is 
categorically denied by the very w.t- 
nesses who were called to prove it. No 
sooner had our army captured Manila 
than the Filipino forces began to as--iinn. 
an attitude of suspicion and hostility 
which the utmost efforts of am- ol'ier-rs 
and troops were unable to disaim or 
modify. Their kindness and forbear- 
ance were taken as a proof of cowardice. 
The aggressions of the Filipinos con- 
tinually incii'.xped until finally, iusi bo- 
fore tho time set by the senate of the 
United States for a vote upon ill'- rea'.y, 
an attack, evidently prepai.;! 'n 
,i,l- 


viintv, was madt- all along th-* AIMM i • ui 
lines, which resulted In a '.er.ilily de- 
structive ui.d sanguinary repulse of tho 
lnaurK«nt». 


The president then gives *th« details 


of the uprising and slaughter propos^t, 
by the insurgents In Manila, the success 
of which wan prevented by Genera! Otis. 
Into whose hands fell a copy of the ord«r 
of the insurgent government, directing 
the massacre. This, the president say*, 
was (lit unhappy condition of affairs 
which confronted our commissioners or, 
their arriva> in .Manila. What they 
actually found can best be set forth in 
their own words: 


"Deplorable as war is, the one in which 


we are now engaged was unavoidable 
by us. We were attacked by a bold, ad- 
vi-nturous and enthusiastic army. No 
alternative was left to us except igno- 
mlnous rt-tnut. 


"It Is not to be conceived of that any 


American would, have sanctioned the 
Mirrendi-r ot .Manila to the insurgents. 
Our obligations to other nations and to 
the friendlj Filipinos and to ourselves 
and our llaK <leniunde<l that forcf should 
b- met ij\ l',..'ce. Whatever the future 
of the Philippines may b,-. there is no 
cour.se open 10 us now except the prose- 
cution of tli- war until the insurgents 
are reduced to submission." 


The courS' thus clearly indicated, says 


the message, has been unflinchingly pur- 
sued.

eignty, is given in detail m the mes- 
sage. 


The president then says: Everything 


indicates that with speedy suppression 
Of the Tatf.ilo 
rebellion, 
life in the 


sirchiptlago will soon resume its or- 
dinary co.urse, under the protection of 
our sovereignty, and the people of those 
fa voted islands will enjoy a prosperity 
and a freedom which tht-y have never 
before known. 
Already hundreds of 


schools are open and lilled w ith children. 
]tcllgloua freedom Is sacredly assured 
and enjoyed. The courts are dispensing 
justice. 
Business is beginning to cir- 


culate in its accustomed channels. 


The future government of the Philip- 


pines rests with the congress of the 
United States. 
Fewer graver re- 


sponsibilities have ever been confided to 
us. If we accept them in a spirit worthy 
of our race and our traditions, a great 
opportunity comes with 
them. 
The 


islands lie under the shelter of our flag. 
They are ours by every title of law and 
equity. 
Tr^y cannot be abandoned. 


If we desert them we loav e them at 
once to anarchy and filially to bar- 
barism. 
We tling them, a golden ap- 


ple of discord, among the rival powers, 
no one of which would permit another to 
sc'ize them unquestioned. 
The sug- 


gestion has been made that we could 
renounce, our authority over the islands, 
and, giving them independence, could re- 
tain a protectorate over them. 
The 


preposition will not be found, I am 
sure, worthy of your serious attention. 
Such an arrangement would involve at 
the outset a cruel breach of faith.

ALASKA. 


A necessity for immediate legislative 


relief exists in the territo-y of Alaska.

This Is meagre In 
its provisions, and is fitted only for th* 
administration uf affairs in a country 
sparsely inhabited by civilized people 
and unimportant in trade and produc- 
tion, as was Alaska at the time this act 
was passed. There ia no authority, ex- 
cept in congress, to pass any law, no mat- 
ter how trivial. 
I see no reason 


why a more complete form of territorial 
organization should not be provided, env* 
bodying a system of laws providing for] 
the incorporation and government ofi 
towns and cities having a certain popu-l 
lation, giving them the power to estab-' 
hsh and maintain a systerr of educa- 
tion to be locally supported, and ord- 
inances providing for police, sanitary 
and other purposes.

I recommend that legislation to th«j 


same end be had with reference to the 
government of Porto Rico. 
The time 


Is r ipe r«r the. adoption of a temporary 
form of government for this island. The 
system 
of civil jurisprudence 
now 


adopted by the people of this island i* 
described by competent lawyers, who 
are familiar with it, as thoroughly 
modern and scientific, as far as it re- 
lates to matters of internal business, 
trade, production and social and pri-1 
vate rights in general. The cities of the 
island are governed under charters. 
which probably require little or no 
change. 
So, that with relation to mat- 


tors of local concern and private right, 
it is not probable that much, if any, leg«j 
islatlon is desirable; but with reference 
to public administration and the rela- 
tions of the island to the federal govern 
ment, there are many matters which am! 
of pressing urgency. Since the cession- 
Porto Rioo has been denied the prin- 
cipal markets she has long enjoyed, anfl 
our tariffs have continued agslMt. 
her products as when she was under. 
Spanish sovereignty. 


The markets of the United S*ate»| 


should be opened up to her prodoeta, 
Our plain duty is to abolish all custom* 
tariffs between the United States an* 
Porto Rico, and give her products tree' 
access to our markets. 


It is desirable that the government 


of the island under the law of belligerent 
right, now maintained through the de- 
partment 
of 
executive, should 
be 


superseded by the administration en- 
tirely civil in its nature. For present 
purposes I recommend that oongreM 
pass a law for the organisation of • 
temporary government, which Shall pro- 
vide for the appointment by the pres- 
ident, subject to confirmation by the 
senate, of a governor and such other 
officers as the general administration of 
the island require, and that for legis- 
lative purposes, upon subjects of a looal 
nature, not partaking of • federal 
character, a legislative council, 
com- 


posed partly of Porto Rioans and part* 
ly of citizens of tbe United States, shall 
be nominated and appointed by tbe 
president, subject to confirmation by 
the senate, their acts to be subject to the 
approval of the congress or the prestdfM 
prior to going Into effect. In the munlo* 
ipalities and other local subdivisions, X 
recommend that the principle of looal 
government be applied at once, so aa t? 
enable tne intelligent cltUens of tk»!

In short, 


it would take from the congress of the 
United States the power of declaring 
war and invest that tremendous pre- 
rogative in the Tagal leader of the hour. 


It does not seem desirable that I 


should recommend at this time a spa- 
ciflc and final form of government for 
these islands. 
When peac.^ shall be 


restored i;. will be the duty of congress 
te> construct a plan of government, 
which shall establish and maintain free- 
dom and order and peace in the Phil- 
ippines. 
The insurrection is still ex- 


isting, and when it terminates furt^ec 
information will be required as to the 
actual condition of affairs before inau- 
gurating a permanent scheme of civil 
government. 
As long as the insurrec- 


tion continues the military arm mint 
necessarily be supreme. 
But there is 


no reason why steps should not be 
taken from time to time to inaugurate 
governments, especially popular in their 
form, as fast as territory is held and 
controlled by our troops. 
To this end 


I am considering the advisability of the 
return of the commission, or such of the 
members thereof as can be secured, to 
aid the existing authorities and facili- 
tate this work throughout the islands. 
I have believed that 
reconstruction 


should not negin by the establishment 
of one central civil government for all 
the islands, with its seat at Manila, but 
rather that the work should be com- 
menced by building up from the bottom, 
first establ'shing municipal govern- 
ments, and then provincial governments, 
a central government at last to fol- 
low. 


Until congress shall have made known 


the formal expression of its will, I shall 
use; the authority vested In me by the 
constitution and statutes to uphold the 
sovereignty of the United Staates In 
those; distant islands, us in all other 
places whore our flag rightfully floats. 
I shall put at the disposal of the arm> 
and navy all the means which the lib- 
erality of congress and the people have 
provided to cause this unprovoked and 
wasteful
